He  was  chairman  of  the  BYU 
English  Dept.  1957-60  and  acting 
dean  of  the  College  of  Humanities 
and  Social  Sciences  1962-64.

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  things  about 
being  an  editor  is  going  through  the 
incoming  mail  each  day.  There’s  the  press 
releases,  promotional  pieces,  feature 
material,  exchange  papers 
from  Canada  to 
Taiwan— but  best  of  all 
are  those  treasured 
“letters  to  the  editor.” 

These  letters  are  not 
often  complimentary. 

Most  of  them  are  beset 
by  gripes  which  the 
writer  hopes  will  be 
corrected  by  airing  his 
views  in  print. 

As  a whole,  the  student 
body  enjoys  this  forum  WILLARDSON 
of  expression— sometimes  students  will 
even  reply  to  a letter  because  they  are 
aroused  by  it.  Note  the  current  discussion 
on  Military  Week  as  an  example. 

I’ve  often  wondered  why  people  are 
prompted  to  write  letters.  Some  say  “I’ve 


got  something  to  say  and  the  letters 
column  is  where  I can  say  it.”  Another 
reason  is ’that  it  relieves  frustration  for 
certain  individuals  who  have  to  let  their 
feelings  out— these  are  the  emotional-based 
letters. 

CRITICS 

Then  there  are  those  who  write  in 
because  they  don’t  like  the  way  we  are 
doing  things.  Everybody  has  their  critics 
and  the  UNIVERSE  is  not  without  its  own. 

There  are  a few  fanatics  (and  I use  the 
term  loosely)  running  around  here  that 
would  like  to  get  their  ideas  in  print.  Not 
all  of  them  make  it,  though,  and  they  cry 
that  freedom  of  the  press  is  being 
suppressed. 

ITiat’s  not  logical,  however,  as  I explain 
to  them  that  I have  just  as  much  right  to 
“not  print”  a letter  as  that  person  has  a 
right  of  having  it  printed. 

There’s  one  inciividual  who  averages  two 
letters  a week  commenting  on  every  topic 
imaginable.  I’m  going  to  recommend  him 
to  next  year’s  editor  for  a staff  position  as 


his  output  is  inexhaustible. 

Have  you  wondered  if  all  the  letters  get 
printed?  They  don’t.  Any  submitter  of  a 
letter  stands  a 50-50  chance  of  having  his 
work  published. 

Below  are  some  of  the  criteria  why  some 
are  excluded. 

—not  all  meet  the  specifications  of  being 
within  250  words,  doube-spaced  and 
typed. 

—the  letter  must  be  signed  by  a student 
(even  though  he  doesn’t  want  his  name 
used). 

—letters  commenting  on  timely  issues  are 
given  priority  where  space  is  a factor. 

—libelous  letters  or  those  considered  to 
be  in  poor  taste  are  withheld. 

—those  letters  that  are  shortest  and  make 
a good  point  are  the  most  likely  to  be 
printed. 

• —what  it  • all  boils  down  to  is  that  the 
editor  uses  his  best  judgment  in  printing 
the  best  letters  of  interest  to  the  student 
body.

According  to  President  Mario 
Melendez,  a graduate  student 
from  Chile,  several  problems  face 
these  students  when  they  come  to 
BYU,  and  they  sometimes 
“flounder  around”  for  several 
years  before  they  get  oriented. 

For  example,  the  testing 
procedure  at  BYU  and  other 
American  uuniversities  is  very 
different  for  these  people.  Mr. 
Melendez  feels  that  the 
differences  in  language  and 
comprehension  are  not  taken  into 
consideration.  For  example,  the 
computer  exams  grade  all  tests 
indiscriminately,  and  Mr. 
Melendez  ironically  points  out 
that  it  is  here,  at  exam  time,  that 
“everyone  is  equal.” 

Another  problem  is  the  grading 
system,  which  is  also  new  to  Latin 
Americans,  just  as  large  classes 
present  difficulties,  especially  for 
someone  trying  to  master  another 
language.  In  addition,  these 
students  are  not  fully  acquainted 
with  the  facilities  on  campus, 
their  only  introduction  being  the 
brief  Y-group  tours  at  registration. 

AULA  hopes  to  overcome  some 
of  these  transitional  hindrances  by 
a tutor  program  to  promote  better 
understanding  between  Latin 
American  students  and  all  other  Y 
students.  The  new  organization 
may  even  look  into  the  possibility 
of  helping  to  finance  part  of  the 
expenses  of  these  students,  just  as 
some  foreign  governments 
subsidize  the  student  until  he 
graduates,  at  which  time  the 
student  then  pays  it  back. 

A part  of  their  constitution 
sums  up  what  AULA  is  all  about: 
“We  hope  that  our  organization 
will  be  a place  of  incarnation 
where  our  friends.  North 
Americans,  Chinese,  and  Japanese 
would  be  born  again  with  Latin 
American  hearts.”

Mexican  Studies  More  Than  Work 


Operation  Mainstream,  a program 
of  Utah  County’s  Community 
Action  Program.  She  is  the 
mother  of  a Utah  County  family 
which  has  survived  the  devastating 
effects  of  poverty  and  is  now  on 
the  road  to  stability  and 
independence. 

Operation  Mainstream  is  one  of 
five  programs  directed  by  Utah 
County’s  Community  Action 
Program  which  is  designed  to 
eliminate  poverty  and  its  causes. 

ON-THE-JOB  TRAINING 

Operation  Mainstream  provided 
Mr.  Johnson  with  on-the-job 
training.  This  program  pays  for 
job  training  within  non-profit 
agencies  with  the  intent  of 
permanent  employment.  To 
qualify,  a person  must  be 
chronically  unemployed,  in  the 
poverty  class,  (determined  by  the 
government  poverty  line  index), 
and  over  22. 

The  case  of  Willys  Johnson  is 
typical  of  many  poverty  families. 

“I  was  forced  to  quit  school  in 
the  ninth  grade  and  go  to  work 
after  my  father  died.  I worked  at 
many  odd  jobs  which  required 
little  training.  Eventually  I 
married,  but  after  a few  years  of 
severe  economic  hardship,  was 
divorced.  Shortly  thereafter,  I 
suffered  a nervous  breakdown. 
Because  of  the  divorce  and  my 
difficulty  in  gaming  a permanent 
job,  I completely  lost  confidence 
in  myself  and  my  abilities. 

‘‘After  my  dismissal  from  the 
hospital,  I tried  to  get  a job,  but 
nobody  wanted  to  hire  me 
because  I had  suffered  a nervous 
breakdown.  The  CAP  gave  me 
chance  for  retraining.  I took  a 
maintenance  training  course,  and 
now  am  working  on  the  custodial 
staff  at  the  Utah  Valley  Hospital.” 

Willys  has  since  remarried  and 
says  his  self  confidence  is 
returning.

An  English  lAystery?

The  highlight  of  the  season  for 
them  was  their  trip  to  San 
Francisco  for  the  Cable  Car 
Classic.

“The  Cougar  Band,  the

Nothing  is  predictable, 
especially  in  spring— so  surmises 
the  department  of  Freshman 
English  at  BYU,  for  this  year  a 
most  unusual  situation  has  arisen 
in  Freshman  English. 

Normally  each  year  there  is  a 
substantial  drop  in  enrollment  in 
English  112,  —second  half  of  the 
freshamn  requirement— due  to 
student  departures,  failures,  and 
mission  calls.  This  year,  however, 
there  is  an  increase  in  enrollment 
that  cannot  be  accounted  for.  Fall 
semester  3,677  students  were 
enrolled  in  English  111— this 
semester  3,741  are  enrolled  in 
English  112.  This  might  not  seem 
so  unusual  except  that  these  are 
sequence  courses  required  of  all 
freshmen  to  be  taken  in  the 
freshman  year. 

No  one  knows  what  has  caused 
this  increase— it  could  be  transfers 
or  returned  missionaries  or 
perhaps  freshmen  are  smarter  than 
ever  before  and  fewer  leave  after  a 
single  semester.  It  must  remain  a 
mystery,  however,  since  there  is 
no  practical  way  to  determine  the 
reasons  for  the  increase. 

There  are  some  definite  reasons 
for  the  problems  that  arise  over 
this  mystery,  however.  In  recent 
weeks  there  have  been  student 
inquiries  as  to  why  instructors  of 
Freshman  English  are  not  listed  in 
the  class  schedule  for  registration 
each  semester. 


claims  that  it  is  impossible  to  list 
instructors  since  schedule 
information  must  be  submitted 
months  in  advance  of  the  new 
semester.  Many  sections  are 
taught  by  graduate  assistants  who 
are  hired  for  a single  semester  at  a 
time-their  names  are  not  known 
until  the  beginning  of  the  new 
semester.
